inspecto r of colleges and secondary 
schools in 
the 
state. 
There are 
abo ut 
eighty -five 
of 
the 
larger 
schools affiliated 
with the asso cia­ 
tion and Dr. Childs has invited S u­ 
perintendent T. A. Mott to tile appli­ 
cation so th af the local high school 
will become 
a 
member. 
Only the 
high schools that maintain the high­ 
est standard o f work are privileged 
to affiliate with the association. 
Dr. Childs said that lie -(x*nt the 
morning in the various classes of the 
local high school and found a very 
commendable interest on the part of 
both the 
teachers 
and the pupils, 
lie said that the work was present­ 
ed by the instructo rs in a competent 
manner. 
He especially emphasized 
the value o f the -ixty -minute da - - 
period wliieh has been inaugurated 
in the local school. 
This i- one of 
the advanced ideas 
in educational 
circles and, according to Dr. Childs, 
is working out exceptionally well. 
The value of the plan is that the 
recitation and study periods are both 
held under the supervision o f the 
teachers in charge of the different 
co urses. 
The first half of the period 
is devoted to recitation while the last 
thirty minutes 
is 
given 
to study 
o f the assignment that i> made tor 
the following day . 
Under the old 
plan the

The suggestion came from 
George liauer, county drainage com­ 
missioner, and Oscar K. Carter, who 
were appointed viewers of a propose 
dredge canal to be co nstructed from 
a point in the Kasting road, we>t of 
the city , to the river. 
They made 
the recommendation 
that 
the two 
laterals into this canal, one extend­ 
ing from the west o f the city to the 
Catholic cemetery , and the other from 
the so u th of the city aro und the Ahl- 
brand Carriage facto ry to the Third 
W ard school building, be deepened 
and that, the surface water be drain­ 
ed into 
the laterals to 
relieve the 
main sewer. The m atter was brought 
to tlie attention o f the board at this 
time as the viewers thought that the 
laterals could be deepened by the 
co ntracto rs fo r the dredge canal at 
minimum cost as he would have his 
equipment on the ground.
